in amet noe that the choice has fallenon Count Pahlen, an ex-Minister of Justice, 
He is known to be a statesman of Western enlture. which means that he is far 
from sharing the chauvinistic policy that guides Russian statesmen in general in 
their treatment of the Jews. If Count Pahlen, whilst presiding over the depart- 
ment of iustice. did not display any special tenderness towards the Jews, on the 
other h ind he has never allowed prejudices on account of racial sympathies or 
antipathies to influence him in his publie action. It is on this account that the 
Russian Jews regard Count Pahlen’s appointment with considerable hope, since 


all that they desire is linpartiality and justice. 


Our correspondent, “L.," whose letter we published last week, thinks that 
the dissolution of the Society of Hebrew Literature is to be attributed less to 
communal indifference than to the Society's OWT mistakes, The apathy which 
led to its ruin. he believes, was its own. After the issue of the first series of 
its publications some of its most active supporters forsook it, and devoted their 
energies to other causes, and no new workers were forthcoming to take their 
place. “ No endeavours were made to stimulate the interest of the community, 
» « « and it seemed ready to offer every excuse to its supporters for the 
feebloness of their enthusiasm.” Moreover, “its publications were not regularly 
issucd, and were not always selected with discretion.” There is some truth, 
unquestionably, in all this. But we fear that, after all; the major portion of the 
blame rests with the community rather than with the Society. | If the latter went 
to stecp it was the business of the general body to wake it up. That it was per- 
tnitted to slumber on is conclusive evidence of the little interest which English 
Jows take in Hebrew Literature. The fact is the subscribers did not much care 
whether the Society slept or not. They had paid their money, and that, in their 
eves, constituted their whole duty. What did it matter if the books were not 
published? No one ever meant to read them. 


Our correspondent would say that this was the consequence of the want of 
‘diseretion ” in the choice of the publications. — It may be so to some extent. 
We wish, indeed, it were so to the fullest extent. But on this point we regret 
ty) say we are pessimist. The community, as a whole, has no liking for Hebrew 
Literature ; its indifference is not restricted to certain classes of works, “TL” 
rrests Anglo-Jew ish history as a subject to Which anew neces- 
sarily turn its attention. But Anglo-Jewish history, even though it be as populag 
as he would have is believe, is not Hebrew Literature. The only Hebrew 
Literature Seciety which, in our opimion, would be likely to sneeeed, is one that 
would be content to appeal to the very stall section of the community which 


really has seme affection for Hebrew studies. Such a Society would have as its 


chief feature classes similar to that which used to meet at the Central Synagogue 
under the direction of the late Rev. A. L. Green. The classes might be supple- 
mented by popular lectures designed to attract. the attendance of less earnest and 
less instructed persons, Dut as to publications, there dloes not exist for them a 
sufficient public. English Jews will make’ sacrifices for religion and for the 
material aid of their unfortunate brethren. But after these pressing matters, they 
hive not suflicient enthusiasm left to support literature pure and simple, : 


“A Privileged Member,” who wrote to us last week. has hit the right nail 
on the head. The decline of the City Synagogues is steadily progressing, not 
only in consequence of the migration of the Jewish residents westward and 
northward, but in spite of the Jewish population of the East End being as large 
ever itwas. The old members of these synagogues betake themselves to 

sayswater and [slington, but they leave more than enough coreligionists behi 
them to fill their vacant seats, and even to fill every vacant Se tan ery 
leserted buildings. But in the competition between the synagogue and the 
Chebra the former is nowhere. The eonventicle has charms for the Polish breast 
‘which the more pretentious institution lacks. Hence it is that, while the existing 
Chebroth are flourishing and multiplying, the New Synagogue has lost fifty 
members out of a total of three hundred and fifty in two years. It is time that 
romething was done to alter the existing state of affairs. The question of main- 
tuning the City synagogues is not a sentimental one. There are numbers living 
in their neighbourhood who might fill them with advantage. not merely to the 
themselves haat to the community generally, It is idle to deny that 
tic Chebroth are a source of communal weakness. They tend to perpetuate those 
Vndesirable characteristies which our foreign brethren bring with thei, and they 
Ril only ali prive the United Synagogue of a large mcasure of peeuniary support, 
but unduly multiply the demands which are made upon its funds, While things 
to on well the member of a Chebra ignores the synagogue ; but when a death 
eceurs in his family he is not averse from applying to it for free burial. 


As a means of attracting the members of Chebroth to the larger synagogues 
cur correspondent suggests a reduction in the price of seats. It appears that for 
keat-rent and Mitzvoth the member of a Chebra pays not less than twenty-four 
shillings a year, Membership of the New Synagogue costs, at the lowest rate 
£2 108. a year, The difference is considerable, and is in itself sufticient vas 
account for the predilection which the working man has for the Chebra. If he 
could hecome a full member of the United Synagogue for the same amount as 
his Chebra costs him, it is probable that he would gladly avail himself of the 
opportunity. Our corréspéndent, however, has forgotten how convenient it is 


for the members of Chebroth to have their contributions collected RE 
monthly. If the synagogue charges are reduced arrangements Ought te le i 
for frequent collection of the accounts.

It transpired at the recent meeting of the Governors of the Westminster 
Jews’ Free School that only £3,600 had been obtained towards tho cost of 
erecting the new building. The contract is for £7,000, so that a very considerably 
amount is still required. It is proposed to borrow whatever sum Mav be needed 
to make up the deficit ; but it is to be hoped that the Committee will no have 


to exercise its borrowing powers, and that the building will be opened free from 


debt. If this very desirable consummiation is to be effected, the community must 
be more alive than it has yet proved itself to the claims which the institution hye 
upon its support. Not only has but little more than half of the amount of the 
building-contract been subscribed, but of the £600 which is annnally required 
for the maintenance of the school only £250 has been received up tothe present 
time. We earnestly trust that an institution which for so many years has Joon 
engaged in doing the best possible work in the best possible way will meet with 
that large measure of practical recognition which is eminently its due. It js 
working for the community, and in common justice the community onglit to 
support it. ts 


We mentioned last week that the Association for the Diffusion of Religions 
Khowledge has prepared a series of standards for the examination of children in 
Hebrew and Religion. This was a necessary accompaniment of the determination to 
offer payment for successful Hebrew teaching at which the Association has lately 
arrived. It is right, however, to mention that Hebrew and Religions Standards 
were drawn up some years ago at the instance of the Chief Rabbi, and have been 
constantly used at the examinations of the children of several provincial 
schools. The omission of post-Biblical history from the highest standard of the 
“Now Code” is an error whieh should be corrected. 


We publish elsewhere an article on the necessity of spreading a knowledge 
of cookery among the Jewish poor. Most persons, we think, will be disposed to 
agree with the views of the writer. Our humbler sisters-in-faith are no greater 
adepts in the culinary art than their neighbours in the same station of life ; and 
it is undoubted that a little more skill in the preparation of -food would help in 
no small degree to make the lot of the poor more tolerable. Nor is it only the 
skill that Is wanted, but il better knowledge of the nutritive value of Various 
kinds of food. Not only does irnorance of eulinary methods produce extrava- 
gance, but cheap foods which are highly nourishing are often rejected through 
prejudice. Thus both the pockets and the health of the poor suffer, There Is 
much force, too, in the remarks of the writer of the article in question on cook- 
ery for the sick. <A better knowledge of the nutritive value of food, and the 
various ways of preparing it, could easily be disseminated by systematic teaching 
in our communal schools, And as to those who are already wives and mothers, a 
little kindly advice from their better instructed sisters would do good service, 
But this is impossible without trouble. If a few earnest-minded women would 
band themselves together and give counsel to the poor at their own homes, much 
desirable knowledge might be imparted to them about eulinary matters and other 
things too. But, then, tact and delicacy and sympathy are needed for the work. 
Surely there are many who have these requisites in addition to the will.

The British Society for the Propagation of the Gospel among the Jews 
held its annual meeting in Exeter Tall, last week, and, as usual, mutual admira- 
son was the order of the day. The report spoke of the steady advance which 
laud been made along the whole line, but it does not appear from a published 
scount of the proceedings at the meeting, that this wide statement was backed 
up by specific facts. One of the speakers took an opportunity of indulg- 
‘nv in the boast that “there was a growing impressionability on the part of the 
Jows ininodern times to Christian influences.” This assertion was illustrated 
by an incident which occurred some time ago in New York, when a Jewish con 
creation voluntarily lent their synagogue on Sundays to an Episcopal congre- 
cation whose church had been burned down, It would be equally true to say 
that the stage has become Christian because sermons are sometimes preached

THE ANTI-SEMITIC AGITATION. 


The proposal of the Jiidenfresser, Von Schinerer, to exclude the Jews in 
Austria froma participation in the direction of public schools, has recently been 
rejected by the Lower House at Vienna, of which he is a member. Only one 
person, likewise a Judwophobe, voted in its favour. The anti-Semites. however 
do not appear content with propagating their movement in the Chamber in an 
open manner, for at a recent sitting of the House, the police arrested two per 
sons who had made their way into the galllery with the Object of distributing 
anti-Semitic pamphlets, 

At the commencement of the present month, Engelbert Pernerstorfer, a 
notorious anti-Semite of Vienna, was sentenced to three months’ lMprisonimn nt, for 
the publication of alibel. Our enemies are certainly not fortunate in the men 
whom they have selected as their leaders.. 

Mer. Hais, Bishop of Kiniggratz (Bohemia), has. issued a pastoral letter to 
the clergy in his diocese, warning them in energetic language to abstain from 
spreading or recommending anti-Jewish writings, more especially the “ Answer 
tothe Rabbis” of Dr. Rohling, Professor at the University of Prague, The 
Bishop expresses himself as being convineed of the fact that the clergy do not 
view the anti-Jewish agitation with favour, but he nevertheless deems it his 
duty to warn them, since those priests who might at any time oppose his order 
will subject themselves to anpleasantness, which will do them considerable harm, 
This attitude of a Catholic Bishop, and in fact of the Catholic clergy generally, 
contrasts strangely with-the attitude of Sticker and some other leading digni 
taries of the Protestant Church in Germany. ‘ 


THE TISZA-ESZLAR BLOOD . ACCUSATION. 


It is announced from Buda-Pesth that the public trial of the Jewish prisoners 
of Tisza Eszlar will detinitely commence at Nyiregyhaza on Monday the 4th of 


June. 


As we briefly mentioned some weeks agro the indictment (which occupies 
seven pages and is chietly based on the declarations of the boy Moritz Scharf, 
and on the confessions, made under torture and since recalled, of the boatmen 
Jankel Smilovics and Anselin Vogel) charges the butchers Solomon Schwarz of 
Tisza-Eszlar, Abraham Buxbaum of Tarezal and Leopold Braun of Teglas, as also 
the Jewish vagrant Hermann Wollner, with having on the Ist of April, 1882, 
murdered the girl Esther Solymosi. Joseph Scharf, Samuel Lustig, Lazar Weis- 
stein, Adolph Junger and Abraham Braun are charged with being accomplices in 
the crime, and Jankel Smilovics, David Herschko and Anselm Vogel with having 
lent their assistance in the changing of the bodies. Another Jew, the “butcher 
Emanuel Taub of Polgard, against whom the charge of complicity has been with- 
drawn, remains in custody with the other persons already enumerated. The 
Witnesses Whom it is proposed to subpeena, exceed 200 in number, and inc luke 
magistrates, commissaries of police, surgeons, and the eminent professors at the 
University of Buda-Pesth, by whom the final examination of the reniains of the 
supposed Esther Solymosi was conducted. The Tribunal at Nyiregyhaza will 
have t» give judgment on the indictment, which is equivalent to the decision of 
an Enzlish grand jury on a bill submitted to it, before a public and tinal trial of 
the accused can be he'd. The defence have the right of appealing if a true bill 
should be found, but it is understood that the counsel for the prisoners will forego 
this right in order that the case may be brought to a speedy conclusion, 

A few weeks ago written and printed. placards were affixed to the houses of 
Jewish residents in Nyiregyhaza, summoning the Christians to murder the Jews. 
The placard declared that * the Ning has ordered that the butchers, who murdered 
Esther Solymosi, shall be put to death, and our Hungarian Government has cor. 
firmed this order.” Fortunately, the Christian’ inhabitants. of Nyiregyhaza 
ignored the summons, otherwise we should probably have witnessed a repetition 
of the scenes which occurred in Russia, when the: ignorant peasantry were told 
that the Czar desired his faithful subjects to kill the Jews and to plunder their 
property. |

must have been entirely misinformed as to my views on those four points ; 
and that as-to my want of. partiality to local synagogues, “it hardly needed this 
letter” to diselaim it, considering that I had the distinguished honour of being 
elected to lav the foundation-stone of two of the: three synagogues which the 
United Synawowue sinee its constitution has erected and founded. 

A mean, engaged to a large extent in the public service, must be excused if 
he doos not always rush immediately into print to contradict statements errone- 
ously made as to his supposed opinions. Mr. Montagu has added another good 
rvice to the many he has at various times conferred on me, in that he has 
forded ine the excuse, when writing somewhat egotistically about myself, to 
ask you to permit me te contradict certain ideas that have been attributed to me 
on the subject of sermons, ideas which, if T entertained them, would be incon- 
sistent with the position of Chairman of a Conference which may materially 


change the system-under which preaching is now conducted, 
No cone can have a wreater respect for the power of eloquence, whether in 
or the pirtprt, than T have, in the pulprt oratorical utteranee must be 


etlectivein its object, to avoid being positively nmisclievous. If thé preacher weary 
his congregation by iteration, by prolixity, or by feebleness, the worshipper does 
not Simply leave his synagogue without being improved, he undoubtedly leaves 
it the worse for the sense of weariness which he has contracted within the sacred 
building. To make a synagogue service perfect, it is by no means necessary that 
it should be uniform in delivery everywhere. What I have endeavoured to pro- 
mote was firstly, that the worshippers should be enabled to secure for themselves 
that stvle of reading and intonation which the great majority prefer, for thie first 
duty of a worshipper is to pray, or to listen to prayer ; and secondly, that preach- 
ing should be conducted with that frequency, as well as with that variety, as will 
best be suited to secure the grand objects of all preaching, viz., to interest and 
to elevate the auditors. Individually, I believe that the independence of the 
preacher and the dignity of his position would be materially enhanced if he were 
d from illegiance to aby one particular syhapogue, and if he served 
instead the entire community, or at least one district of the Metropolis. But as 
the ora of mutual synagogal jealousy Is perhaps not vet quite at an end, l fear 
that miy Kdeas in this respect may for the present be unpractical,

SI k,—The circular issued by the Societ y of Hebrew Literature announces that 
the “Committee deein it necesary that the society be dissolved.” The failure 
does hot appear to be “in view of insufficient support,” for at its formation in 
1870, the hist of members numbered nearly 200. It may be traced to the pecu- 
liar sysiem of inanagement ; unlike other learned societies, no periodical meetings 
were held, no lectures given, no papers read, nor discussions held to keep up the 
interest and object of the society.

DEATH -OF . THE: “REV. SM. N: 

We regret to announce the death of the Nev. Moses N. Nathan, Which took 
place on Sunday last at Bath, where he had been staying during many months 
for the benefit of his failing health. By arrangement with the Bristol Congrega- 
tion the Clustolary rites were performed by some of the othicials of that congrre- 
gation, the COFpse being subsequently removed to London for interment, 

The Rev. Moses N. Nathan. son of the late Nathan Nathan, of London, and 
grandson of the celebrated Hebrew. teacher, Moses Solomon (father of the late 
H. N. Sdlomon, of Edmonton) who was best known as was bern 
in the year 1807, Ile was one of the earli st teachers at the Jews’ Free School, 
which was then situated in benezer su ire’, Petticoat Lane, and in that capacity 
he had among his pupils in 1821, David (now the Rev. Prof.) Marks. L hose of our 
readers who were present at the meeting held in Mareh last at the Central Syna- 
gogue Chanibers in aid of the Building Fund of the Jews Free School, will probably 
remember that Sir N. M. de Rothschild read what he described as a characteristic 
letter which he had received from the Rev. Mr. Nathan, who forcibly urged therein 
the claims of that great institution. When only sixteen years of age, and whilst 
still engaged as junior master at the Free School, he was appointed Baal Koreh 
(Reader of the Law) at the Denmark Court Synagogue, now the W estern Syna- 
pogue. After occupying these posts for seme Vers, he to Liverpool, 
where he established a school. He subsequently received the appointment of 
Secretary to the Liverpool Old Hebrew Congregation, and vecasionally delivered 
religious lectures in the English language in the synagogue. Mr. Nataan, as the 
Rev. Professor Marks remarked in his funeral oration at the interment of the 
deceased, thus, under the guidance of the late Abraham Abrahams, introduced 
sermons in the vernacular some time before such sermons became the nega ips 
London.

STUDIES IN JEWISH STATISTICS.

IV.— OCCUPATIONS. 


Nothing throws more light on the character of a people than the 
ocenpations in which its members pass thcir lives. Nothing — either 
expresses a man’s character better or exerts a stronger influence on it than 
the work which fills his mind and through which he gives expression to his 
personality. Man’s “nature is sutdued to whatit worksin,’ in a wider 
sense than the poet’s. Every occupation has its own psychology as well as iis 
own medicine. To know, therefore, what trades a nation mostly affects, 
and how far its members excel in particular occupations is a long way 
towards discovering their peculiar aptitudes and the function they perform 
in the world’s activity. Unfortunately toth economics and statistics have 
done Lut little towards the vast work of comparative tables dealing with 
this subject. And with regard to the special subject here to be considered, 
we have only the occupations of Jews given fully and officially with regard 
to the population of Prussia more than twenty years ago. Engel’s masterly 
works on the subject for later years contain, so faras I know, no reference to 
confession. Thereis no subject relating to Jews on which we know so 
little ; as a matter of course there has been nonecn which so much has been 
asserted during the recent anti-Semitic movement. The importance of the 
sutject, both polemically and as a guide to future improvement, has led me to 
collect as much as possible relating to it and toadd what litt!e I could 
obtain by my own research, 


Though a man cannot be said to be born to a trade yet his choice of au 
occupation is largely determined by his birth. Miiland Cairnes have laid sttess 
on the “ four grades” into which workmen may be divide! ( Mill, Po’. Fou LL. 
xiv,, 2; Cairnes Lead. Prin. 1.iii, 5). A workman rarely changes his occupa- 
tion, end almost as rarely does he bring up his son to another. This fixity of 
cecupation applies with more force to the Jews, as in addition to natural inertia 
there have been extérnal forces keeping them in certain grooves. The 
exclusion from the guilds, the denia) of rights in real } ro; erty, and the church 
policy towards usury were enough in themselves to restrict Jewish activity 
within a very limited sphere. And it is almost star.ling to reflect how 
rece ntly shese restrictions have been removed, even in the most civilised 
lands. The North-German Contederation gave Jews complete choice of 
occupation (Gewerbefreiheit), 21st June, 1869. Austro-Hungary changed 
her policy towards them in 1867, and ¢ ncluded the process of emancipa tion 


in 187z, -Switzerland removed the barri-r in 1869, Italy tecame free. 


throvghout its lengthin 1871. Kven in England the carriére ouverte bas 
only been given since 1859, At the pres nt day over two-thirds of the 
Jewish race are handicapped in the struggle for existence by restrictions on 
their oceujation. ational character is of slow growth and equally slow 
to change. It would be absurd to supjo:e that a single gentration will 


rcmove tendencies which have been the development of long centuries. 


One result of mediwval restrictions has to be taken into account in the 
beginning of any comparative statistics on Jewish occupations, Throuzh- 
out the Diaspora, Jews have been prevented frow holding land, ani have, 
therefore, had no inducement to settle in the country, and in miny places 


they were obliged to dwell within fixed limils, Judengassen, Ghetti, or Jewries. | 


Besides this, their religions enactments (Mishna, Megilla 1. 3,4) on!y per- 
mit the sacred fonctions of public worship to be performed in the presence 
of ten males above the age of thirteen, the minimum for a congregation, 
This involves that at least forty souls should dwell within accessible distance. 
This consideration at once explains the fact to which An tree (Zur Volleskuade 
der Judin p. 256) calls attention to as something remarkable, that ouly one- 
sixth of the Jewish population of Prussia in 18/1 dwelt in villages where 
their numbers were under fifty souls. 


The above historic and social causes are quite sufficient to explain the 
very large proportions of Jews who live in great cities. I have been able 
to ascertain the Jewish population of seventy-nine cities which contain over 
5,000 Jews and these include about 1,250,000 Jews or about 17.4 per cent. 
of the Jewish population of the world. As these cities again have a col- 
lective population of 24,000,000 the average percentage of Jews in some of 
tke greatest cities of the world is just over 5 per cent, a fact which may, to 
tome extent, account for the large share they receive otf the world’s atten- 
tion. I may sdd that 463,000 Jews live in the eight capitale, Warsaw, 
Vienna, Pesth, New York, London, Berlin, Paris, and Amstercam. ‘hus 
every tixtecnth Jew dweils in one of these great cities where, on the 
average, every tvcntieth person is an Israelite. In England 75 per cent. 
of Englich Jews «well in the metrorolir, which only contains 15 per cent, 
of the general population. In the United States twenty-one cities contain 
185,000, or 80 per cent, of the 230,000 Jews who are scattered over more 
than a thousand towns of that country. In Vienna, Jews formed 7:2. per

I have laid stress on this aspect of Jewish life because in many ways 
it forms the key to their occupations and at once renders nugatory any com. 
parison between the general statistics of occupations and those relating to 
Jews. It is absurd to expect a man who lives in Paris, Vienna or Berliy 
to tend sheep or dig tp coal; we must compare Jewish occupations with those 
of the town dwellers. The mere fact that they tend towards large towns in 
ever increasing numbers is by no means peculiar to them; it is a constant 
feature in modern statistics. Thus while in 1891 there was one Londoner 
to every 17 Englishmen, one Parisian to every 49 Frenchmen, and one 
inhabitant of Ber’in to every 57 Prussians, 75 years later there was in 1476 4 
Londoner to every 9,a Parisian to every 18, and a dweller of Berlin to every 2) 
inhatitants ef their respective countries (Vettingen Movwl Statistil:, p. 382), 
There is nothing in modern life which is likely to attract Jews more into the 
country than their neighbours, The reasons why they were forced in the past 
to prefer the rus in wrbe are too well known to need more than a reference to 
Pfarrer Rost’s admirably compiled little brochure Die Berufsthatigheit der Juden 
(Alzey, 1880), admirable alike for the indastry with which it is compiled 
aud the spirit which led a Protestant clergyman to its compilation. We 
have then to regard the Jews only or mostly as town dwellers in cousidering 
their occupations. It will concern us. later on how far this point of view 
accounts for their larger proportion of mentally and physically afilicted, 
their smaller bodily size. and the general ‘‘movement” of the Jewish 
population. It also accounts for the smaller proportion they afford to the 
continental armies, Thus, though .', of the Austrian population, they 
afforded only .),. of the standing army in 1880, although their numbers had 
doubled in the forces since 1869 while the rest of the population only increased 
their contingents 11 per cent, (Schimmer Die Juden in Ocvsterreich rach 
Zahlung von 18R0, Statist. Monats, 1881). Wappius, aod even long before hin 
Sull., noticed the much smalier contingent given to standing armies by the 
urban population. When we add that in Prussia no Jew can attain to the 
command of a regiment, by custom if not by Jaw, it is easy to un lerstand 
that the profession of arms is not popu'ar with the Jewish population ot 
that kingdom, Thus in 1864 the Jews formed only 0.47 per cent of the 
Prussian army (Frantz, Hildebiands Jahrb. 1868, p 45), though they 
formed 1°40 of the population. Ja England on the other hand where, as we 
shall show, the physical powers of native Jews are superior to the general 
average of Jews, there are said to be 2,000 Israelites enrolled in the 
volunteer corps (Dr. H. Adler, Nineteenth Century, April 1878), and as this

JEWISH AGRICULTURAL CoLontes.—The Alliance Isra¢lite in its latest monthly 
report devotes a lengthy article to an account of a visit lately paid to the colony of 
Roumanian Jews, which last year was formed at Samarin (Palestine) in the neigh- 
bourhood of Haifa. The colony at present consists of 70 families, of whom 64 
numbering 403 souls, are maintained at the expense of the Committee at Galatz. 
which cauzes a sum of two piastres per head to be distributed among them daily. 
The women and children reside for the moment at Haifa, whilst the men are at 
Samarin where they are engaged inlabour. The adults capabie of working number 
104, the majority of whom are robust young men. An excellent spirit of discipline 
reigns amovg them. They always obey the orders of their chiefs and instructors 
and never seek to evade their duties, The prospects of the colony may be summed 
up in the conclucing passave of the article, which by its terms also gives an insight 
into the present state of affiirs: * When the colony bas sufficient land and all the 
requisite implements and cattle, when at Samarin there isa wise administration 
which at present 13 wanting, when the colony is directed by chiefs who bave 
a competent knowledge of agriculture and of the country, and are not actuated by 
any personal interests, in a word by in*elligent and honest chiefs, thea the chances 
of success will not be doubtful and the colony may look forward to a brilliant 
future.’—The Head of the Jewish colony “ Roeh Pina,’ in the neighbourhood o° 
Safed writes that a few days before Passover the settlement received a visit from. 
Captain Albert Gold+mid (Brigade Major at Belfast), whoon behalf of the Angle- 
Jewish Association made minute inquiries into the affairs, re quirementsand pros; @2ts 
of the colony. Captain Goldsmid is said to bave been greatly p'eased with the 
progress already made aud with the energy of the settlers. —A new agricultural 
colony of Russian Jews has recently been formed ia the United States 
at Painted Woods in the district of Dakota. The colonists number twenty 
families, each of whom received 160 acres. A sum eqnal to about £500 has 
been spent in procuring cattle, agricultural implements and provisions for the 
settlers. The colonists display a copsideravsle amount of energy and courage, and 
are imbued with the firm desire of succeeding in their new occupation. The Alliance 
has voted 5,00 francs as a subvention to the colony. |

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THE JEWS OF CALCUTTA. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT]. 


As information regarding our community in the far East will, I am sue, ve 
gladly received by your readers, I beg to submit the followiny for ineertion in your 
valuable paper. 

As the manner of the first settlement of Jews in India is generally known, I 
will pass that over and commence with what is more important in this age of pro- 
greas—their actual prospects and position. ase 

More than sixty years ago the small number of our coreligionists in this city. 
chiefly emigrants from Bagdad and Aleppo, had no temple of theirown, They used 
to meet for divine service ina hired houre, when a zealous gentlemen, Mr Moses Duek 
Cohen, of Aleppo, persuaded his coreliionists to purchase a suitable piece of ground, 
on which a neat little building was erected. It would be wronging the memory of 
these pious people who are now gathered to their fathers, were I not tomention that 
they did more, They helped new comera with means, so as to enable them to 

settle here and trade for their living. In 1353 the number of settlers became Fo 
large that the above-mentioned synagogue no lonver sufficed for their accommodation. 
It then occurred to our late worthy corelivionist, Mr. Ezekiel Juda, to build a second 
and more commodious synagogue, and he consulted his friend and colleague, the 
late lamented Mr. J.D. Ezra, on the subject. Almost in less time than it takes to say 
they determined to have this desideratum. and attheirown exrpense,a noble synagovae 
called ‘ Beth El’ was erected at a cost of £5,009, The poor were well supported 
and all calls from Palestine answered, but vo schools were formed, nor was the 
Talmud expounded. It was only in 1874 that through the efforts of the Rev. Moces 
Mezohbas, of Jerusalem, then newly arived here, a scheme for a school came on 
the fwpis. Money was collected and a house purchased, but for unaccountable 
reasons the echool was not opened, | 

In 1880 it was discovered that a Protestant Missionary school was established at 
Ezra Street. a locality where the Jews chiefly resided ; tutasthe object of this school 
Was conversion, an energetic Jewish gentleman, of Malta, took it upon himself to 
apply a remedy, as otherwise the probability was that, if not all, at any rate a large 
number cof, Jewish girls would suffer, since Christian doctrines when applied 
to tender Jewish minds have always proved fatal to the development of honest 
life. This gentleman undertook to open an exciusively Jewish school in the 
firm belief that the rich and kind-hearted wou!d not permit its dissolution, but 


would on the contrary supportit. He then, with the help of Mr. Mezohas, had 


the school opencd, Several persons gave what they could towards its support, while 
Mr. E. D. J, Ezra, whose largeaeas of heart ani charitable acts need nd comment, 
as they are too well-known and highly appreciated, came forward witb a handsome 
donation, Thus the formation of the school proved a saccess, but to ensure its 
continuance, the same Maltese coreligioni-t convened a meeting, and after explain- 
ing the scheme, and showing its resources, electing a President, Vice President, and 
Committee, he made it over to the care and keeping of the Jewish community, and 
the school bas since been in a prosperous condition. Certainly our Maltése coreli- 
gioniet must feel a yreat satisfaction and bless the misfortunes which cast him to 
this distant land, ashe has been, by the help of God, instrumental in doing much 
good, and he may well say with the Prophet, “ Remember me, O my God, concera- 
ing thie, &c, (Neh, xiii. 14.) | 

In March last we had to deplore the loss of a most respectable and liberal- 
minded member of our community, Mr. David Joseph Ezra, Hisson, Mr. Elias Ezra, 
however, I am glad to say, in following his father’s example, has devoted himself 
to charities, while his excellent wife has been no less munificent, as, since her 
artival in this country, she has proved herself to be a blessing t» orphans and 
wicowe. Since the lst of October last Mr. Ezra has taken the boys’ school in han}, 
and in so doing has not only selected good Hebrew and English mist -rs, but he has 
aleo taken care that good focd is supplied to the boys, at a cost of £700 a year. 
He also has in contemplation the building of a superb synagogue, at a cost of 
£20,000, and he has likewise in view the construction at his own expense ofa 
hospital which will cost an immense sum of money. This is liberality iudeed, Men- 
tion of these acts sometime back appeared in the Peruh,a periodical in Jewish- 
Arabic, which most ably propounds Jewish princip'es (beicg the only one of its kina 
in existence), and which is conducted by the indefatigab!e Mr. E. M. D. Cohen, the 
senior Reader in the Old Synagogue. , 

Although generosity such as that of Mr. Ezra cannot but be appreciated, yet 
several members of the community felt rather turprised that he should secede from 
the old-established schoo], the more so as he was the President. Oa the contrary, 
it was expected that he would enlarge it, allowing those who had contributed to 
continue doing so, he undertaking to supply the rest of the expenses. 

The girls’ echool, were it not for the strenuous efforts of the Secretary, and the 
generority of Mr, E. S. Gubboy, would have had to close, as Mr. Ezra, thouch to 
benevolent towards the boys’ school, did not care about the maintenance of the 
former, he being under the impression that the rest of the members would nos 
abandon it. However, good rather than evil has resulted, as Mr, Gabboy— 
who for several years past has ben contributing towards the support of 
the Jewish charities on an understanding with the late lamented Mr. 
D, J. Ezra, that whatever the latter cive he (Mr. Gubb>y) wou'd adi the 
half of the amount for any charitable object—not -only came forward 
with a subscription of £30 monthly, so as not to allow the virls’ schco! 
to be closed, but likewise kept open the school for poor boys and those who 
could pay a nominal fee, It need hardly be observed that the girls’ school was 
really a desideratum,and from the principle on which it is established and conducted 
it is hoped that ere long it will bear good fruit, and fiom the approaching examina- 
tions it will be seen that the school is getting on remarkably well. 

I should consider myself wanting in duty were I to omit here a curzory notice 
of the black Jews of Cochin. Of these people, there are two cClasses—the 
higher ani the lower. The higher class is said to be the descendants of those who 
have been in the country from the time of the destruction of the First Temple, 
while some ascribe it to a still later date; at any rate it was from a very remote 
period, The lower class is said to consist of emancipated slaves, whose ancesters were 
offered as presents Ly the Raja of Cochin to the new settlers, Some 300 years since, 
settlers, came from Aleppo, and also kept slaves from

India for the Triennial Mission he was charged to relieve these poor people fain 
further wrong and oppression. 

This gentleman arrived here, and on showing his credentials, was wel] received by 
the nobility of the place, and he succeeded in emancipating the Cochinese who were 
here and in Bombay, but on going to Cochin his task became a hard one, inasmuch 
as he could not persuade the white Jews there to respect the orders issued from 
Jerusalem. ‘The efforts of this kind-hearted gentleman to render justice to the poor 
Cochinese were more than human, but unfortunately withou’ avail. To several 
maliciously written pamphlets he answered with much ability, and now, as he 
voes back to his country, it is hoped he will succeed in doing some good, since the 
Chief Rabbi of Jerusalem has assured him that the arrogant and ignorant will be 
brought to book for their improper conduct and rebellious disposition ,

There were 
synagogu:s in this city ia the last ceatury, but the lastof them was con-umed with 
fire during the great conflagration which took place in 1795, and was not rebuilt, 
When Professor Dr. A. A. Wolff was appointed, in 1820, Chief Rabbi of this 
cougregation, it was bis first endeavour to have asynagogue erected which should be 
able to hold a lthe members of the community, the services having been held ab 
that time in varicus houses in this city. He succeeded in carrying out his oJect. 
The edifice was finished in the early part of 1832, and was, as s‘ated before, 
consecrated this day fifty years ay» by the same Chief Rabbi, De. Wo'ff, who still 
holds that office, and who, Ly the blessing of God, has been ailowed to participate 
in the jubi'ee, which was celebrated this (Monday) morning at 6 30 in connection 
with the daily morning rervice. The synagogue was beautifully illuminated, a2 
on Proferscr Wolff's arrival he was received by the cfficiating Wardens and con- 
ducted to his seat. After the singing of Mah Juwru by the choir, the service Was 
read aud sung by the much talen‘ed First Reader (Obercantor), A S:mon, ably su o 
ported by the choir.
